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The attached Instructions supplement existing guidance for the 
current round of the Nuclear and Space Talks (NST) which began on 
September 18, 1986, in Geneva. They set forth in detail the 
proposals made to General Secretary Gorbachev during my meeting 
with him in Reykjavik, Iceland, and provide guidance for building 
on the agreements we reached there. (S)
